MONROE, La. (AP) — Twenty- 


eight Negroes from a northeast 
Louisiana parish

passed a voter qualification test 
conducted by a federal judge un- 
der the 1960 Civil Rights' Act.

test Thursday and another 25 who 
had applied to take it did not show 
up. 


No Negro has ever voted in East 


Carroll Parish, where the tests 
were given in the first proceeding 
of its kind1 under the! I960 act. 


Louisiana's attorney general has 


until July 20 to file written objec- 
tions to the procedures involved in 
testing the applicants. U.S. Dist. 
Court Judge Edwin F. Hunter Jr., 
who supervised the tests, will take 
final action on the registration ap- 
plications following a court hear- 
ing July 23. 


Hunter handled the applications 


under a Civil Rights Act provision 
calling for federal jurists to take 
such action where a pattern of 
discrimination 'has' been found to 
exist. 


After another federal' judge or- 


dered alleged discrimination halt- 
ed in East Carroll, 87 Negroes ap- 
plied lo vole. 


Hunter adopted the voter quali- 


fication test after a conference 
earlier in the week with Louisi- 
ana's Sovereignty Commission, a 
segregation watchdog unit which 
recently secured legislative ap» 
proval of uniform voter registra- 
tion procedures.
